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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
43 and 69-84 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 1-43 and 69-84 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (Page 18, Paragraph 2), filed 08/16/2006, 
with respect to claims 44-68 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 44-68 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 44-68 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject manner: the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious, a device comprising: an optical alignment structure 
operable to direct at least a portion of incident light along a predetermined 
direction above the wafer surface to optically mark a relative position of the 
optical grating coupler, as further defined as claim 44. 

A method of remotely detecting and establishing the value of currents in 
circuits in an integrated semiconductor device comprising the steps of: detecting 
said pulsating first magnetic field with a first remote sensor to provide an output 
signal proportional to said first sensed current, as further defined as claim 4. 

Dependent claims 45-68 are also allowed.

Koh et al. (US Pat 5,416,861) shows (Figures 1-11) an optical 
synchronous clock distribution network and high-speed signal distribution 
network. 

Jewell et al. (US Pat. 5,500,540) shows (Figures 1-1 2A) a wafer scale 
optoelectronic package. 

Nikonov et al. (US Pat. 6,859,587) shows (Figures 1-3) a method and 
apparatus for wafer level testing of integrated optical waveguide circuits. 

Zheng etal. (US PGPUB. 2004/0081399) shows (Figures 1-6) an optical 
grating coupler.
